Very toon thereafter the Vladivostok situation began to be complicated 
by another factor destined to have* in the end* a more decisive influence 
on the affairs of that city and region than did tha presence of the Allied 


Marines. This was the arrival there of the first of the Czech forces trying 
to teaks their way froa European Ruanda over the Trans-Siberian Railway to the 
Pacific and thence* via the United State# * to the western front.

was able to report back to Washington that discussion of the entire question of 
intervention hid been revived very actively in Tokyo within the past fortnight 
owing •- among other things — to a "report from Ishii to his Government that
